Population Surv^. The Center for Education Statistics of the U.S. 
Departoiait of Education sponsored the csDllection of these data triehriially 
frcHii 1969 to 1984. 

Adult eaucaticSi is a^growi^ s^tor of _education. Ihe nuinber of 
persons involves in adult educatiCTi Incr^sed 79 percent from 1969 to 
1984 > v*iile the peculation 17 years old and a7^_ increased 33 percent. 
This grcvth reflerts a dianging concept of sJucation in which formal 
instruction does not stop with a hi^ school or college degree, but 
continues throi:^out eaie*s life. \ 
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Ihis r^>brt presents national statistics . on trerds of participants in 

adult ecJucatibri^ level of acMLt educatibh_ac^ purposes of adult 

education^ pix^ideis arii financing of adult education. Jlhe. source of the 
data is the Sury^ of Adult Education that was ODhductoJ trienhially 
between 1969 artd 1984 by the Census Rareau for the Center for Educaticai 
Statistics. The_stirv^s Were oDnaucted thrcaii^ interviews in a national 
saitple of abcxit_ 60^000 households (see apperxiix II for c'^Jtailed 
information). Overall trends are_ portrayed. thrx^ii^ use of graphs; 
however J tir^xablished de tables on adult education courses and 

participants in May 1984 are provided in appendix I. 

ASult education was broadly defined in the sury^ to enpartp^ all 
ccaar-s^ and or^nized activities ta}<en part-"tiir^_and identified as adult 
^ucaticai by re^^soTKients 17 years old or over. Hiese persons were asked 
v^^tihor they had tak^ organized adult education courses or 

activiti^^ not c^xmtijg full-tirne attendance in school, in the previous 
year. E>cam:pl^ of actiyiti^ resorted or not r^prted were provided 

to tile r^pondoit j;^e Appe^ - surv<^ form and flashcard) . The 

adult ^acaticoi acti^ non-credit courses to 

emplc^er training, to private instruction or lessons. 

_ Aduit^ucation_qovera iiiultitode of activities for different 
parpos^_jji^e Unitad_S^ adult education tends 

to te inore imified in porpose and providers, according to Malcolm Kndwles, 
a iCTcimg assort in history of adult educatiCTi. For esaitple, in England 
and Sv^en^ adult education evo for 
the educ^ic^ of_WDrJ«^s;_to develc^intg countries, it has been 
primarily a irieans_of_retocte illiteracy. Knowles states, however, that 
adult education in tiie tSiited stat^ has grcroi alitost hajiazardly in 
3DEispaTse to iTQ^ad irdivlctaa^n^rfs Because of this, adult 

education "has penetrated more pii^es of life in ^natrica than in any other 
cxjuntry."-^ 5his is rejected in the "^pes and provido^ of adult 
education. For (^cgflrple 23 nttllirn adults indicate I iji 1934 that tJ-.ay 
participated in: 

• Eleven million adult or continuing Vacation or 
non-credit courses. 

• Ten million courses or educational activities givCTi 
by an eiti)?qyer, labor organisation, nei^ibodiood 
center, db^arch, or ooatmrunitY groi:p.

CHftRftCIERISTICS OF ADULT EDUCAnOT PARTICIPANIS 

j___In^_l?69, there were itore msn participating in_ adult education than 
woten^ but_^ 1984, wot^ v?ere tlie of adult education 

participants^ in 1969_and 1984, certain qracpB of people were itbre likely 

participate in aduat^ui^tiOT their populatidn r^resentatibn 
would indicate* Scroe^^o^ groi^ were: whites, persons with a 

cx>llege_e^cation, persqrB livi^ Pfestem States, persons with 

above-inedian iiTcoam^, or persons workirg in executive, professional, or 
technical occa5)ations (table 1) . 

The ctofacteristics of ^rticipants in adult education have not 
diarged cdnsider^y from 1969 to 1984, with the e3cc^>tian of the 
preaomihanbe x>f wot^. Ihe other change in_the oonposition of adult 
eiucatioh participants wgce prima ril y reflations of overall changes in 
the aidult pqpulatican as a article fran 1969 to 1984. Fdr exa2i?)le, a higher 
propbrticxi of adult education particr^ants ^earB f ran tSe South in 1984 
than in 1969; this reflects ti^ fact tiSat in 1984, more of the population 
resided in the South (tefcle 1) . 

_ In contrast, there have be^ dramatic ^ang^ in jsrfbat oonpcses adult 
educatibh (i.e., the course taJeeh) , the reasons for tsiJdng adult 
education, the providers and finarieing of adult education. 



lEVEL OF ADUKT mXJCATIC^ ACTlVlTi^ 

. The huniber of adult education activities or corses r^orted taJ^ 
during a year doubled — from twenty million in 1969 to over forty million 
in 1984 (figure 1). 



Not all part-time, OTllege stiidc^ considered their education to be 
t"ac3ult education." In 1984^ only about half of part-tdine eoliege 
students said they were taking adult education and were therefore 
incligjed in this surv^.

lahat acxx)tQits for the increase in adult ecfeacatibh frran 1969 to 1984? 
Certainly a grxixrij:^ adult pofxilatioh v?buld result in itcare pec^le tddng 
adult e&ication. However, the adult pc^ailatieai increased only 33 perc^t 
during this pericxif cxxipared to a 79 percjeht increase in the hunJDer of 
adult eaucation participants. Therefore, popiilation grcwth acx^ounts for 
drily a portion of the grcwth in adult education. 

_ Another factor that obntritxited to acMLt education grcwth from 1969 
to 1984 is that the people involved in_adult education tcbk iiore courses 
during the^ear. .The average number of courses taken during a year 
increased frtan 1.5 to 1.8 p^ participant during this period. While the 
idian in average rnjmber of ccurses per participant is small > it accounted 
for at«it 6_million of the twenty inillibri increase in number of courses 
taken frdm 1969 to 1984. 

Hcwever, the primary reason for the tremeriddus growth in adult 
educaticai is that a hi(^ier_j>rgppi±iph of people^ at all ages^ are taking, 
adult education ocaarses. In 1969, 10 percent of all adults wee involved 
in adult edacation^ ty 1984, 14 percent were involved. Hie increase in 
the peu^icipation rates oc^ grcx^js, t^t the increases were 

especially significant for the 35- to 54 -year-old grtxp and for persons 55 
years old and over (figure 2) .

about half of all adult eJura activities in 1969, but declined to 
one-third of all adult ^ucation by 1984. 

_In reality, adult_^ucation has b^one clcsely related to the world 
of work. In 1969^ siigitiy over half of all adult ^iCc\tion ccu^^ v^e 
takai to get a job or to advance in a j^; ty 1984^ two-thirds of adult 
education was taJoan for job-relateS reasons. Althou^ tiie number of 
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dcxirses taken for nSMl-jcb^relate reasons grew from 1969 thraii^ 1984^ the 
number of courses, taken _fo jctFrelated reascals <xitpaded it considerably, 
e^SBcially after 1978 (figtore 3 J . 

The grwth in jcb-related adult education before 1978 was due 
primarily to an increase, in trangl taki^ dcHirses to ctotain a Job or to 
advance in their jcfce. After 1978, the grtwth in WbrJc-related adult 
education was the result of large nutitoers of both it@l and wcn*^ using 
adult education bo pursue these goals (figure A) . iMs is perhaps related 
in part to training related to the "ccjipiterization" of most offices in 
the last decade.

ArK3ther dramatic change in adult education betwe^ 1969 and 1984 
occurred in taking courses for credit objectives, fit 1969, tiie m^ority 
of adult education courses were tak^ for scane type of credit, i.e., for a 
license^ d^ree> or certificate. 1^ 1984,. only sabout a third of SKiult 
education courses v^re taken for credit (figure 6) . 

While the proportion of adult education caarses taken for credit 
declined in general^ there was one area that gr^--dburse5 taken to meet a 
regjairem^^ for obtaining of renewing a license or certificate in a trade 
or profession as rec^iired by law or regulation. The number of adult 
education ccxurses taken fbr this pwrpose remained stable from 1969 to_ 
1975, then doubled betv^en 1975 and 1984^ from 3.2 million to 6.4 million 
courses. As a percent of all adult education courses, these cxxorses 
aocs3unted for 12 percent in 1975, increasing to 16 percent in 1984 
(uiipublished tabulations) . 

Every State now has reGpirenptite for continuing education for 
licensed professional fields, such as accamtante^ optanetriste> 
pharmaciste, laws^ers, real estate agente, ete. . According to data 
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cxitf)iled by lixiis Riillips, asscx^iate direct of the Uhiversity of 
Georgia's CSenter for Oantiramig Bduc^ "such requirement spread 

rapidly in the 1970 's^ then died down, but have resuned sinoe 1982 



PROVIDERS OF ADUUT EDUCATIC»I 

The prinaiY provicfers of adult education have b^n schcbls— 4^year 
colleges and tmiversities, 2-year colleges^ vdcatidnal/busir^s/tra 
schools, eleirentary/secondary schools, aa^ cdrreqExx^^ schcols.. The 
proportion of adult education pcu^^ by sdnpols has diclined 

overall, from 63 percsent in 1969 to 53 pcroent in 1984 (figure 7), 

Thsre have been different trends aicong the various sectors of 

educational institutions in tiie^ ra of adult education axir'ses given, _ 
f^r eocanple, from 1969 to 1984 the provider of the largest niatil^ adult 
^^ation courts 4-year imiversities, but th^ did hot 

increase their provision of adult eJucation to the extent that 2-y^r 
colleges did_during tidsjc^i^. _ 2-year colleges were ri^t 

b^iind_4-yearj:»ll^^ iji tQ^ of the nuinber of adult education courses 
provided. aertiQnta5//s©x)ndary s^ ^xivided fewer adult education 
courses in 1984 than in 1969 (table 2).
